Garden Without Soil | 
Grow Vegetables And Flowers By 
| Using Chemicals 

Perfect vegetables and flowers are 
‘being grown in England without soil. 
|The new process is the work of a} 
well-known British scientist, S. R. 
Mullard, the radio valve pioneer. 

The piants are grown in coarse 
shingle in a concrete tank and are 
fed only by a nutrient chemical solu- 
|tion which at intervals is pumped | 
from the bottom upwards by a tiny 
electric motor. | 

The process demands little labour | 
since a special cut-out device shuts 
off the current and stops the pump 
as soon as the tank is sufficiently | 
full. |

Washing Machine Has Many Technical 
Devices Which Are New 

A new revolutionary type of elec- 
‘tric washing machine, developed in 
the United Kingdom, will make 
press-button laundering a possibility 
for every housewife. The machine 
applies to laundering the principle of 
the ship's screw in the form of an 
impeller device, which is far more 
efficient than the older agitator de- 
vice which it replaces. Other new 
technical devices incorporated are an 
exceptionally lightweight speed re- 
ducer, a neat form of clutch and an 
automatic, completely foolproof 
safety device on the attached wringer. 
Starting with about 1,000 machines a 
| week, production will be rapidly step- 
ped up to between 100,000 and 150,- 
000 a year.—St. Thomas Times-Jour- 
nal.

It was with great satisfaction 
that we read a statement issued by 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge, to the effect that if 
farmers fail to control soil drifting, 
the necessary measures will, some 
day, have to be enforced. We are 
apt to forget that democracy entails 
personal responsibility as well as 
privilege. ‘Too often we side-step 
the former and cling to the latter. 

Soil drifting has been very serious 
in parts of Western Canada this 
year. It should be recognized as 
a prelude to catastrophe and given 
the widest possible publicity; but, 
probably because we are ashamed 
of it, little is spoken by radio and 
little written in the press. 

It is annoying and costly to the 
farmer to have his seed blown out 
or seedlings cut to pieces with drift- 
ing sand. The most patient and 
long-suffering housewife may 
bad company when floors and furni- 
ture are covered with layers of soil, 
and when pantries and clothes cup- 
boards become dust bins. But these 
experiences are trivial in compari- 
son with the permanent damage 
done to productive soils, 

Government agriculturists are 
almost always conservative in their 
claims; but over and over again 
officials of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have declared 
that soil drifting can be controlled. 
The recent warning from Lethbridge 
is timely and we dare not disre- 
gard it, ©
